TAXES TO BE PROVIDED FOR. 

State tax of 15 cents on the dollar of the Grand List, 
two-thirds to be paid on or before November 10th, 
next, and the balance on or before June 10th, 1898. 
State School tax, 5 cents on the dollar. 

State Highway tax, 5 cents on the dollar. 

County tax, 1 cent on the dollar. 

Highway tax, 20 cents on the dollar. 

School tax, 30 cents on the dollar (see School Direct¬ 
ors’ report). 

It will take a tax of 40 cents on the dollar of the 
present Grand List to pay the present indebtedness. 

The present Grand List is $6284.78.
